The support and coopera- 
tion of tho imoricen Labor Movement for the Civil Rights 
Program of the N..ACP is oxtremely importent and in 
cortnin situations porhrps cvon dcocisivc, We urge our 
brenches and state conferoncos whenovur possible to 
seck the support of rosponsiblo trade unions for moasuros 
that we fevor and in turn give our support to such 
mcrsures supported by orgenizod labor as aro consistent 
with oug policy and program," 


The program on Forcign Policy adopted by the 
convention also showed en advence, While still woak 
in several respects, it represents an importent departure 
from thet of the 3rd Convention, In contrast to siggl 
almost 100% ondorsomenat of tho Truman Foreign Polic 
yoor ngo, this convention refusod to give such bl a 
support to the Dulles-Eisonhowor conduct of foreign affairs. 


The ith Convontion urged the planning and "s 
execution of a Civil Richts mobi pe tg in Washington, D.C, 
cnd voted to wolcome "in tho mobilization, the cooperation # 
end support of bona fido orgsnizetions gcnuincly ect one

The article revealcé that there were gerious 
weaknesses which evolved from the Lith Convention 
doliberations. Certain neogativo and hermful resolutions 
were adopted which run counter to the progressive and 
positive ones, and which can only be harmful to the 
Negro movement. 


The article criticized the closing address to 
the Sonvention dclivered by-Mr. WaLTER WHITE, Executive 
Secretary of the NaaCP. The address wes charactcrized 
throughout by @ fawning at*itude which called for 
complete confidence in and support for the Eisenhower 
administration, an administretion whose policies are 
generating further anti Negro measures in the country. 
WHITE stated that EISENHOWER is an unwilling prisoner 
of his own c&sbinet, his party and Congress, and, if the 
President hos fciled to do more on the Negro question, 
it is beceuse he "has been so absorbed with war and 
forcign problems." 


In addition to surrendering to the Eisenhower 
:dministretion on the Negro question, WALTER WHITE'S 
address included an orgy of Red-baiting and anti-Comuunist 
slander that is rare evon for these times. According to 
the suthor, WHITE falsely proclaimed that war and 
Communism erc the two Factors which plague the modern 
world. WHITL ststed, "we don't want the Communists 
running our affairs." 


In eddition, the erticle depicted that at no 
timc did the convention epprove of Mr. WHITE'S pro- 
Eisenhower speech, ond it wes the opinion of many 
observers that ea majority of the delegitcs were definitely” 
opposed to the Eisenhower Administration.
